In criminal 
courts the judge deals only with the 
thing the person does. Does he com- 
mit a murder? Then the judge looks 
to a direction in a book and there he 
finds the state’s remedy in its venge- 
ance. But the judge knows little or 
nothing of the causes of the thing 
or the person that did it. 

Back to these causes we must go. 
For either hanging these beys or put- 
ting them for the balance of 
existence behind stone walls does not 
rid us of our problems of misdirected 
youth. It holds out little promise 
that, without more, we may not expect 
a recurrence, even though from differ- 
ent angles not so spectacular, of mis- 
fortune which may threaten modern 
civilization. Even with the best of 
parents and teachers, such things in 
individual cases may happen, but they 
are not so likely to happen if parents 
and teachers live up to their full re- 
sponsibility. 


Crime of Childhood. 


For days the papers 
filled first with the details of this 
wretched crime, first a mystery and 
then, like a bolt out of the blue, with 
the confession of its perpetrators turn- 
ing out to be nothing but children 
themselves. So the outstanding mur- 
der of this generation will always re- 
main in history as a murder of a child 
done by children. 

Advisedly I speak of them as chil- 
dren, not in mitigation of the crime 
but to remind you fathers and mothers 
that at law, for hundreds of years, all 
persons under the age of twenty-one 
years are and have been just children, 
or as the law more technically ex- 
presses if, infants.

Explains 1924 Revenue Act ( 


Sidney J. Hayles, LL. B. and cer- 
tified public accountant with offices 
in the Fourth National Bank build- 
ing, calls attention to and clarifies 
‘some questions that were not quite 
clear to the average citizen in re- 
gard to the revenue act of this year.

He further explains that the reve- 
‘nue act of 1924 was enacted with 
‘the avowed intention “to reduce and 
‘ejualize taxation, to provide revenue 
and for other purposes,” and 
‘above named taxes are levied 
learry out these objects.
